SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The video recording Dirty Anal Kelly In Rome II is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The classification is due to the manner in which the publication treats matters of sex. 
The video recording contains a sexually explicit feature and trailers. The feature 
contains numerous depictions of sexual conduct of a highly degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning nature. It also repeatedly presents women in a highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning manner and presents elderly people in a highly 
degrading and demeaning manner. 

In view of these degrading, dehumanising and demeaning elements, the Office of Film 
and Literature Classification (Classification Office) finds that the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. Excisions have been considered 
but are thought impractical due to the pervasive extent of the highly degrading, 
dehumanising and demeaning elements. 

A classification of "objectionable" places a restriction on the right to freedom of 
expression set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). 
However, because of the way in which the publication deals with matters of sex, the 
Classification Office considers the classification to be a reasonable and demonstrably 
justified limitation of s14 of the NZBR Act, prescribed by law in order to avoid the 
likelihood of injury to the public good. 
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
